Kutang is spoken in Dyang, Rana, Bihi, Ghap, Chak, Kwak, and 
Krak villages of Bihi VDC, Gorkha District, Gandaki Zone, Nepal 
( Ethnologue ).

There are three Kutang dialects, Bihi, Chak, 
limited intelligibility.
